JOHN SHERMAN MAKES A CALL

General Harrison and Wife Entertained by 
President a14 Mra. Cleveland-—Proba- 
bie Fate of the Cowles Bill. 

Wastieotroxs, Februar; 27.—{ Special. ]— 
General Harrison bas been besieged all to-day 
by the friends of cabinet aspirants, and it is 
apparent that even at this yery jate day the 
entire personel of his cabinet, has not been 
fixed upon. Messrs. Blaine, Windom, Wan- 
mnamaker, and Noble seem to be the only cer- 


tainties yet. New York is going to have a

SHERMAN MAKES A 

John Sherman came down 
today and called 
Hiarrison, requesting that he take Sen- 
ator Palmer. into” his cabinet. Ile 
wanted cither the war or agricultural depart- 
ment, andthe report is out that Harrison 
promised to grant the request. 

JUDGE SPEER’S CHANCES 
are believed to have dwindled down to noth- 
ing. His name has been considered by the 
president-elect, but his apparent non chalance 
about the matter, while a dozen of others were 
bringing great influence to bear to get into 
the cabinet, has had the effect of shutting him 
out of the race, so speak. Judge Speer’s 
friends are of the opinion that he never de- 
sired a portfolio, but prefers to retain his 
judgeship. As a matter of fact the 
cabinet slate, which General Harrison 
was said to have fixed before leaving Indianap- 
olis, has been smashed all to pieces, and it is 
tonight impossible to tix up a fullcabinet slate 
with any degree of correctness. The slate is 
“busted” and General Harrison is greatly em- 
Darrassed, but nevertheless he and his family 
are supposed to be enjoying themselves at a 
white house dinner tonight. 
HALFORD HAS THE BIG HEAD. 

Private Secretary Lije Halford has already 
got the big head. Today he issued his first. 
edict, proclaiming that he would be accessible 
to newspaper men at two specified half hours 
during the day.

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CALLING ON THE PRESIDENT-ELECT 


General Harrison Receives a Great Number 
of Visitors in Washington. 

Wasuinaton, February 27.—This has been 
avery busy day with the president-elect— 
there was a constant stream of visitors to his 
pariors. Notwithstanding the weather was so 
extremeiy wet, slushy and disagreeable as to 
make it really a hardship to venture out of 
doors, calling continued without interruption 
until 2 o'clock, when the general shut himself 
up with his family for luncheon, Senator 
Ingalls was among the carliest callers. He was 
followed soon after by Senators Hawley, Frye, 
Sherman, Paddock, Palmer, Sawyer, Hiscock 
and Mitenell, and a large number of represen- 
tatives, including Messrs. ge of Massachu- 
getts, Sherman of New York, Moffitt of New 
York, Leng of Massachusetts, Thomas of IIli- 
nois, Belden of New York, Baker of New 
York, Stewart of Vermont, 

James G. Blaine and Mrs. Blaine made a 
short call, and ex Secretary Windom was 
with General Harrison for some time. 

After luncheon the stream of visitors flow- 
ed on as broad and deep as ever, and if any 
cabinet construction was accomplished, the re- 
sulis of it escaped notice in the yveneral con- 
fusion. Among the afternoon callers were G. 
€<. Moody and A. J. Edgerton, of Dakota; 
Representatives Dalzell, of Pennsylvania; 
Hiopkins and Hitt, of lllinois: and Hayden, of 
Massachusetts: Ex-Minister John A- Kasson: 
Ex-Attorney General Devens, of Massachnu- 
eetts: W. 1). Foulke, of Indiana; Senators 
Jones and Stewart, of Nevada, and Stanford: 
Justice Gray, of the supreme court and Gener- 
al Stewart Van Pliet. 

CABINET SPECULATIONS, 

Cabinet gossip was the one absorbing theme 
everywhere. Blaine and Windom, slated by 
common consent for the state and treasury de- 
partments, respectively, were with General 
Harrison longer than any of his other callers, 
and this fact served to fasten them still more 
deeply in the popular mind as sure for the 
places accorded them.

WASHINGTON, February 27.—A mysterious 
letter received by the president-elect yester- 
day afternoon from the white house proved to 
be an invitation to General Harrison and wife 
to dine this evening at 7 o’clock with the 
president and Mrs. Cleveland. The invita- 
tion was accepted, and at the hour named the 
guests left the hotel, their first excursion of 
the day into the open air, for the white house. 
While the president and Mrs. Cleveland were 
entertaining General and Mrs. Harrison at 
dinner, Colonel Lamont was initiating Colonel 
Iialford into the mysteries of the official side 
of the executive mansion.

THE COWLES BILL. 


It is Doubtful Whether it Will Have a 
Chance. 

WASHINGTON, February 
The Cowles tobacco tax Dill is in a very 
peculiar position. It was not taken up 
today, and it is somewhat doubtful when 
its friends can get it before the house for 
consideration. It is trne all the appropriation 
bills have passed the house, but there are 
many conference reports upon these bills to be 
acted upon, and a conference report takes pre- 
cedence overall other business. It is the de- 
termination of Mr, Mills and his friends torun 
these in one after another slowly, and kill off 
the Cowles bill. Then there isanother thing 
in the way of the passage of the Cowles bill. 
Itisthat Mr. Bland, of Missouri, and Mr. 
O'Neil, of Indiana, have sworn 
that nothing except appropriation bills shall 
pass the house until the Sullivan-Felton con- 
tested case is disposed of. ‘These men say they 
will filibuster against everything else, and the 
republicans will not allow the contested elec- 
tion case to be considered for fear their man 
will be unseated. Then again the speaker 
will not recognize Mr. Randall to call up the 
Cowles bill unless he is 

REQUESTED TO DO SO BY A MAJORITY 
of the democratic members of the house. It 
is almost without the range of possibility to 
get a petition to this effect signed by the ma- 
jority of the democrats, because of the absence 
of many and because of their desire to get 
through other matters which they consider 
more important to their respective localities. 
Considering all this, it seems now 
there is only one way to = get 
the Cowles bill before the house for considera- 
tion, and that is on tomorrow or the day fol- 
lowing, when Judge Crisp calls up the con- 
tested election case, for Mr. Randall toantago- 
nize it with the Cowles bill. This might be 
done, but it will place a large majority of the 
democratic party 
IN A RATHER EMBARKASSING POSITION, 
for, While they want the Cowles Dill passed, 
many fee] that they cannot vote against taking 
up the contested election case. However, if 
this is done, As the entire republican party 
will vote for it, there will be a sufficient num- 
ber of democratic votes to take it up, but even 
then Mr. Bland and ether followers of Mr. 
Mills will have it in their power to filibuster 
and prevent action.

Grand Trunk freight train 
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TERRIBLE ACCIDENT ON A CANA- 
DIAN RAILWAY. 


LONG LIST OF KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


A Broken Tire Caases the Rails to Spread, 
and a Passenger Train Goes Through 
the Bridge—The Casuaalties.. 


Sr. Gronrar, Ont., February 27.—The St. 
Louis express, passing here east bound at 
about 6 o’clock this evening went through a 
bridge jast cast of the station. A broken tire 
on one of the engine wheels caused the rails to 
spread, and the first passenger car, Pallman 
ear and dining car went through the middle 
section of the bridge. The Pullman car,which 
contained most of the passengers, was thrown 
crear off the bridge, turning completely over, 
and landing right side up. The dining car 
stands on end against a pier. - A passenger Car 
reimains on the bridge, having tripped the ties 
ahead of it over the section that collapsed. 
Kight or ten persons were kiiled and about 
thirty wounded persons have been taken out 
of the cars. 

St. George is on the Great western division 
of the Grand Trunk railway. Abont thirty 
tickets were purchased at the station here by 
passengers on the St. Louis Express. E: R. 
Bailes, general storekeeper of the Grand 
Trunk railroad, and W. M. Wemp, traveling 
agent for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railway, from this city, are among the 
killed. Conductor Revil) and Frank Mc- 
Laughlin are in the list of wounded. 

The dining car contained about seven per- 
sons beside the waiters. Supper had just been 
announced, and-in a few minutes the cars 
would have been filled, and all must have per- 
ished.

WITNESSED BY THE TOWNSPEOPLE. 

The accident was witnessed by some towns- 
poople. Analarm was given immediately, 
and inafew mibautes the streets were the 
scene of the wildest excitement. Merchants 
and tradesmen were on their way to supper, 
but they left the evening meal untouched and 
hurried toward the sceneof the wreck. Every 
available conveyance was hurried to the 
bridge, and as the dead and wounded were 
taken out of the debris they were conveyed to 
the hotels and private residences. The Me- 
chanics’ Institute hail and the stationhouse 
were utilized. A noble array of heroic women 
turned out to minister to the wounded and the 
dying. All the doctors were soon on hand. 
and attended without delay to the poor mortals 
who groaned and cried for help. 

HELP FROM OTHER TOWNS. 

An auxiliary train soon arived. from Hamil- 
ton and another from Londen. A special came 
from Woodstock, a sister town that has suffer- 
ed much more heavily than any other, bringing 
alarge number of people. Doctors came from 
Paris, Brantford, Hamilton, Woodstock and 
London, and for a time the hands of all were 
full. The bridge which gave way is one hun- 
dred feet high. The sce:.e of the wreck is ap- 
palling. On one part of the bridge are a number 
of ties heaped together; some of them splintered 
to atoms. A partially demolished Puilman 
car occupied a place on the bridge, The din- 
ing car stands almost perpendicularly upon its 
end. The upper end leans against one of the 
vast stone pieces. The hind wheels of the car 
became detached from it, just before it took 
its fearful leap, and they now nestle in the 
iron frame work ofthe bridge. The first class 
coach took acomplete somersau!t in its de- 
scent, and though it landed right 
side up, is very nearly demolished. A 
heap of debris lies at the foot of one of the 
piers, and a strange conglomeration of car 
wheels, stoves and other railway attachments. 
Engineer Brown remained at his post and 
passed over safely, while the poor fireman 
jumped, and was so seyerely injured that he 
died. 
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RUN INTO BY A FREIGHT TRAIN. 


A Singular Accident on the Canada Grand 
Trunk Road. 

Ont., February 27.—As the 
was crossing the 
Canadian Pacific track today, a freight train 
on the latter road dashed into it, cutting its 
way through and neverstopping. Not awheel 
of the Canadian Pacific train left the track. 
The engineer and fireman jumped and escaped 
uninjured. The brakemen ran forward, set- 
ting the brakes, 4nd on reaching the engine 
brought the train to a stand. The train had 
then run two and a half miles past the scene of 
the accident. Noone was hurt, but consider- 
able damage to property was done. 
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TERROR IN NO MAN'S LAND. 
Cowboys Ordering Citizens of a Village to 
Pack Up and Leave. 

Cuicaco, February 27.—J. W. Anderson, 
postmaster at Collins, No Man’s Land, has 
arrived at Libera!, Kansas, and states that he 
escaped from that territory to save liis life. 
Last weeka band of cowboys. representing 
themselves to be inthe employ of the Colora- 
doamrd New Mexicocattle company rode into 
Collins, asmall place in the west end of the 
publie strip, and ordered the citizens to vacate 
the territory within forty-eight hours, under 
penaliy of death. Hastily gathering together 
such of the postoffice property as he could 
carry With him, and with his brother and 
mother hejtled to Boston,a small town near the 
Colorado line. He says there is quite a num- 
ber of refugees in Boston who had escaped 
from the wrath of the cowboys. Anderson 
tellsof ten men whohave barricaded them- 
selves in a sod house and will fight the cow- 
boys tothe bitter end. The United States au- 
thorities have been advised and their action is 
anxiously awaited

Kansas. 

Rareian, N. C., February 27.—[Special.]— 
Several hundred more negroes have left Wayne and 
surrounding counties for Kansas, andit is learned 
today that there are three hundred now at Goldss 
boro awaiting transportation. Four hundred have 
left Durham county. Three hundred have lett Wake 
county, and several hundred more are preparing to 
leave in aie w days. Some are goiug to kansas. A 
colored minister named Hayes, now in Kansas, is 
writing urgent letters to all his church folks here to 
sell everything and go there. This is causinga 
great stir among the negroes,

BALTIMORE, February 27.—Catholic bishops 
of the prevince of Baltimhre met today at the

TARHEEL NECKTIES, 
Howard Anderson Hanged in Goldsboro 
Yesterday. 

Raveien, N. C., February 27.—[Special.}— 
Howard Anderson was hanged at Goldsboro 
teday at 2o’clock. Death occurred in seven 
minutes. The neck was broken. The pris- 
oner was stubbornly uncommunicative to the 
last. He made no tali: or profession whatever. 
He was a white man, and his crime was the 
murder of a poor old barbecue vender. named 
William Porter, at Goldsboro last July. 
Anderson struck him on the head with a stone, 
because Porter had that day refused him credit 
for twenty-five cents worth of barbecue. The 
evidence was positive, and Anderson had been 
drinking on the day the crime was conimitted. 
Ife ascended the scaffold today with a frm 
step—a fearless indifference to the gazing 
erowd, aud with his hands in his pockets. His 
arms were pinioned to his sides. There was a 
great crow: 
the jail, and. hundreds 

THRONGED THE ADJACENT HILLS 
and housetops. From many parts the gal- 
lows was visible. 

Company D, First regiment, was on guard 
and perfect order prevailed. The death war- 
rant was read to the prisoner in his cell in the 
jail by the sheriff just befcre the death march 
began. He listened to it with bowed head and 
in silence. Before leaving the jail the pris- 
oyer requested that everything on the gallows 
be denein haste; that he desired only this, 
and would make no talk. Hesaid, just before 
thé black cap was put on, ‘‘May God bless you 
ail.” In ten minutes from the time the drop 
fell he was laid in his cottin and turned over to 
his relatives for burial. 

PLEADING FOR HER SON’S LIFE. 

Yesterday the father and mother of Ander- 
son were here and besought Governor Fowle 
tocommute bis sentence. The governor de- 
clined tointerfare. Today the governor had 
to uudergo apvother very. painful scene. <An- 
derson’s parents remained, and again went to 
the executive oftica. Anderson’s mother de- 
clared that she would not leaye until her son 
was saved froin the gallows. The governor 
was greatly moved by the tears and agony, but 
declined to yield. He received the following 
telegram froin Howard Anderson: 

‘Pitase have mercy on me and sparemy life, 
Please answer.”’ 

The governor did not answer this. Hé was 
completely unnerved by so trying an experi- 
ence. Anderson is the third man who has 
been hanged in North Carolina in thirty days.

| WHERE IS PIGOTT? 


HE IS TRACED TO PARIS, BUT HIS 
TRAIL IS LUST. 


THE TIMES MAKES AN APOLOGY

Tbe Question of Pigott’s Flight Brought Up 
inthe House of Commons—Mr. Par- 
nell Enters Suit for Libel. 


February 27.—Immense crowds 
courtroom this morning 
when the session of the Parnell commission 
opened. Much excitement’ was manifested. 
Mr. Parnell arrived in the courtroom at an 
early hour. 

Attorney-General Webster stated to the 
court that Mr. Shannon, the Times’s Dublin 
solicitor, had received a letter today from 
Pigott, who isin Paris. The letter was not in 
Pigott s writing. Mr. Shannon had immedi- 
aiely notified Scotland Yard authorities of the 
receipt of the letter. The attorne-general then 
read the letter. It was dated Saturday 
aud contained the confession Pigott made to 
Labouchere on that day at the latter’s resi- 
dence. Pigott added, he desired to fully dis- 
close that he fabricated the alleged fac-simile 
of Parnell’s letter published in the Times and 
other letters he had furnished to that paper. 
He denied being in touch with the American 
brotherhood afterhe had sold his newspaper, 
the Irishman. He admitted he wrote the con- 
versation witit Kugene Davis at Lausanne, 
from memory only. He told’ Houston he 
found the lettersin a bag, but he fabricated 
them, using genuine letters of Parnell and 
Egan, copying certain words showing the 
general character of the writing, and

He afterward destroyed the genuine letters. 
The second batch of letters ascribed to Mr, 
Parne!]l were imitated from the fac sumile 
published in the Times. He did not see Bres- 
linin America. He admitted that Labouch- 
ere’s account of the interview between them 
was inthe main correct. The letter dated 
Saturday was enclosed in another letter bear- 
ing the date *‘Hotel Du Monde, Paris, Tues- 
day.’’ and saying: 

“Before leaving, the enelosed (the 
sion) was handed me, having been left while 
I was out, I will write again soon. (Sigued) RKich- 
ard Pigott.”’ 

Attorney General Webster said everybody 
would agree that nobody could attach any 
weight to Pigott’s evidence, and -it was his 
duty to ask the court to withdraw from con- 
sidering the genuiness of the letters. The 
Times, he said, desired to express regret for 
publishing the letters, and the proprietors of 
that paper would themselves more fully 
to express the irrecret later. Ile 
repudiated the allegation made by 
Sir Charles Russell yesterday that 
there was a foul conspiracy behind Pigott and 
Houston. Ifsuch a conspiracy existed, the 
Times had noshareinit. If the error of the 
Times extended beyond that, the court 
should make the fallestingiury. {§ 

Sir Charles Russell, said he hope 
torney general would have made 
Statements. 

MR. PARNELL ON THE STAND. 

Mr. Parnell was then called and sworn. He 
denied signing the alleged letter of the 15th cf 
May. Campbell, his secretary, did not write 
the letter. Witness had not heard of such a 
letter until he saw it published in the Times. 
Mr. Campbell had gone to Antwerp to en- 
deayor to find Pigett. Mr. Parnell denied the 
genuineness of either of the letters purporting 
to have been signed by himself.and Egan. 
He said he and Egan had had extensive cor- 
respondence. He dictated to Campbell a 
letter regarding the interview asked by 
Pigott. The letter which the Times repro- 
duced was evidently imitated from it. He 
had no interview with Pigott. 

At this point Attorney-General Webster 
asked that the commission adjourn until to- 
morrow, but the court adjourned until Friday. 

Pigott’s arrest in Paris is regarded as immi- 
nent, but it is doubtful whether the Irench 
government will regard perjury as an extra- 
ditable offense.

The Times Accepts Mr. Parnell’s Statenient 
That the Letters are Forgeries. 

LONDON, February 27.—The Times today, 
in its leading editorial, quotes in full the apol- 
ogy tendered by Attorney-General Webster 
before the Parnell commission for the publica- 
tion of the forged letters, and continues: 

We desire to indorse as appropriate every word 
of the foregoing siatement. Itis our wish, as it is 
our duty, to do so. Moreover, Mr. Parnell haying, 
in the witness box, stated that the letters are forge-~ 
ries, Weacceptin every respect the truth of that 
Siatement, — vor 

In these cireumstances we deem it right to express 
our regret 

MOST FULLY AND SINCERELY 
at having been induced to publish the letters as Mr. 
Parnell’s, or to use th-m  in_ evidence 
against him. This expression of regret 
includes also the letters falsely attributed 
to Egan, Davitt and O’ Kelley. 

It is scarcely fitting now to enter into the cir- 
cumstances Which we revived, and pubiished then. 
We are bound. however, to point out that Pigott 
yas not the person with whom we communicated. 
Moreover, we must add that we firmly believed that 
the letters were genuine, until the disclosures made 
by Pigott on cross examination. It must be evident 
to all reasonable persons thatif aconspiracy existed 
the Times was victimized by, and nota party to it. 
Errors in judgment may have been committed, and 
for them the penalty must be paid. It must be 
clearly understood that what we have done is alto- 
gether upon ourown motion and our own responst- 
bility, and in the public interest alone. This with« 
drawal, of course, refers exclusively to the letters 
obtained from Pigott.’

Paris, February 27.—An ofticial note on the 
Atchinoff incident is published teday. The 
note says that Atchinoif was repeatedly 
warned that Sagailo was French territory, but 
he persisted in claiming that it had been ceded 
to him by the sultan of Tajinah, and he recog:

After a month’s patience, Admi al 
Obry, finding that the condition of the colony 
was becoming intolerable and that the French 
territory was being treated as a conquered 
country, sent a final Warning?to Atchinoff, 
This being unheeded Admiral Obry attacked 
Sagallo fort. 

The Russian government, the note says, hag 
since loyally recogmized the fact that the 
French have only done theirduty in the mat- 
ter, and the friendly relations between the 
two countries remain unaffected. 

An Opinion About Samoa. 

BERLIN, February 27.—The Deutsche 
Wochenblatt prints letters on the Samoan 
question from a correspondent in Sydney, N, 
S. W. The writer blames the Germans fos 
supporting Tamasese, who, he says, is neither 
by birth nor by intelligence acceptable to the 
Samoans asa ruler. Mataafa is far more in- 
telligent and influential than ‘Tamasese, whe 
is regarded as a usurper and traitor, willing to 
sell his country to strangers. Maiaafa could 
formerly have been won to German interests, 
but, being offended by the support given te 
Tamasese. he fell an easy prey to American im 
trigues.

AUGUSTA TO ) BE ENJOIN ED 


From Collecting Taxes From the Augusta 
Factory. 

Avausta, Ga., February 27.—[Special.]—A 
bill was filed today before Judge Roney by 
Hon. Joseph B. Cumming, as attorney for the 
Augusta factory, in which that factory de- 
clines to pay its taxes for the year 1837, on the 
ground that the factories in the fifth ward 
were exempted from paying taxes to the city, 
and it was unfair to the Augusta factory to 
call on it to pay taxes not required of its Com- 
petitors. In 1882 that territory now known as 
the fitth ward was madea part of the city of 
Augusta, and one of the conditions of its an- 
nexation was that city “taxes should not 
be required of its citizens for five years. 
Under the aet of the legislature that 
time expired December olst, 1887, and last 
year city taxes were paid by all the mills and 
other citizens of the fifth ward. The taxes for 
1885, 1884, 1855 and 1586 were paid by the Au- 
gusta factory, and the point was not made 
until 1587. That year’s taxes were refused, 
however, and the city issued fi fas against the 
property—the amount being about $12,000. To 
prevent the levying of these tax fi fas against 
the property the bill of injunction referred to 
above was tiled before Judge Roney yesterday. 
Judge Roney has granted a temporary re- 
straining order until March 12th, when the 
case will be heard.

Mr. Cherry happened to pass along the road the 
day of the Hargroves murder, and arrested on 
suspicion, but was soon released, 

He has been in the employ of the 
road asa fireman, but was seriously

severe manual labor, he became an evangelist ot 
the Christian church, and wag ordained by Dr, 
Harris, of this city.

A SPICY DECISION, 
Which Justice Blanford Reverses the 
Hon. Rh. G. Higgins, J. P. 

Justice Biandford, of the supreme court, ren- 
dered the foilowing de ‘cision ina case ied be- 
iore a justice of the peace, in Pike county: 
The justice of the peace had c i ved the jury 
in favor of the defendant, when the evidence 
was overwhelmingly in favor of the plaintiff. 

This is Justice Blandford’s decision: 

The case was tried in a justice court on appeal be- 
fore ajury, the Hon. R.G. Higsins, justice of the 
peace, presiding. His honorcharged the jury as 
follows: “G-entiemen, thisis a case which has been 
tried by me ‘betore, and I decided in fayor of the 
de‘endant. I further charge you, gentiemen, that 
if you tind any settlement has been made, you fi nd 
for de‘endant. RKe:ireand make up your Verdict, 

The law does not require a justice of the peace to 
charge the jury at all; his ignorance of the law, as 
weil as propriety would scem todemand that he 
should not, but if he underta‘es to instruct the jury, 
he must do it correctiyand in accordance wiih 
law. A justice of the peace is generally a. man of 
cousequence in his neigiiborood; he writes the wills, 
draws the deeds and pulls the teeth of the people; 
al-o he performs d.vers surgical operations on the 
animais of his neighbors. The justice has played 
his part ou the busy stase of life from the time of 
Mr, Justice Shallow down to the time of Mr, Justice 
Higsens. Who has not seen the gaping, lis'ening 
crowd assembied around his honor, the justice, on 
tiptoe to eateh the words of wisdom as they feli from 
his venerated lips?
